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_| Splits in Two of the Churches 
Well Known in the City. 


History of a Little Tiff in St. 
George’s Congregation. 


A. L. Rowe of Immanuel Reformed Episco- 
pal Church States Its Objection to Sur- 
Pliced Choirs and Other Episcopal Inno.- 
vations—A Joke About a Suanday-School 
and a Glass-Works Which Made Trouble 
—Prominent Members of St. George's 
Explain the Agitation Caused by Boys’ 
Choirs—St. David's Congregation Settles 
Difficulties With Mrs. Kennerly and All 

IS Well Again. 


HE old and trouble- 
breeding question of 
high and low service 
is again agitating Epis- 
copal circles in this 
city. This time the in- 
novations in the ser- 
vice, which have been 
provocative of a mild 
dissension, have been 
made at St. George's. 
The trouole has been 
brewing for sometime, 
but the knowledge of 
it was kept confined 
among the congrega- 
tion until recently, when it began to be talked 
about on the outside. It originated it seems 
with the adoption of the boy choir. Three 
of the vestrymen, Messrs. Wallace Delafield, 
Jos. W. Branch and Western Bascome, were 
not favorably disposed to the boy choir idea, 
and when the innovation was decided on in 
opposition to their wishes they resigned. The 
real reasons for their resignations, however, 
were kept quiet. With the introduction of the 
boy choir came changes in the evening 
service. Instead of the congregation singing 
the responses and reciting the creed, 
the choir made the responses and 
chanted the creed. Many of the 
old attendants who were wedded 
to the old service, deprecated the changes 


which deprived them of the participation 


which was once accorded them and they re- 
mained away. Their refusal to attend, or 
rather their quiet neglect, for according to 
statements of members there was never any- 
thing like a withdrawal, excited considerable 


} comment, and it haus been rumored that a se- 


rious dissension would be the inevitable re- 
sult. 

This morning a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
called on 

MR. WALLACE DELAFIELD, 
one of the vestrymen who resigned and asked 
him whether it was true that bie 
resignation and those of Messrs. Bascome and 
Branch were directly due to innovations in 
the service. Mr. Delafield said that he did not 
wish to discuss the matter in any way because 
he did not consider that church affairs which 
did notconcern any person outside of the 
congregation should be given publicity. He 
would make no statement whatever in regard 
to the reported trouble. 
MR. M. W. ALEXANDER, 

when seen, sald: ‘‘A great deal has been 
made out of nothing. Thereis no dissension 


in the church properly so speaking whatever. 
It is true that many of the old attendants were 
attached tothe old form of evening service 
and the innovations did not meet with their 
approbation. They used to like to go and 
take part in the service in the evening, but 
when their participation in it was curtailed, 
as it was by the boy choir, they did not ex- 
perience the same desire to go to church in 
the evenings which they once had and some 
of them, I guess, remained quietly away. 

: ‘That is from the evening service?’’ 

Nes; there has been no change in the 
morning service. There has been no ap- 
roach to whatis known as ritualism. The 
bey choir was really the only innovation, and 
that is being made in numerous Episcopal 
ehurches.’’ 

MR. N. W. PHELPS. 
a former vestryman of the church, was also 
seen but he did not desire to say anything on 
the subject. There had been no changes in 
the morning service he said. He did not at- 
tend the evening service. 
MR. GEORGE H. WISEMAN, 
the director of the boys’ choir, when seen 
said: It may be true that some of the mem- 
bers of the church remain away from the 
evening service because of their prejudice 
against the intoning by the choir instead of 
the congregation, but itis nevertheless a fact 
thatthe attendance at the evening s ice 
now is much larger than it was before the 
boys’ cholr was organized. Previous to 
the introdaction oi the boys’ cholz 
the attendance at the 9 service would 
not be more than 150. Nowit isa common 
thing to have a congregation numbering 400 or 
500, and when a service of song is advertised 
| the church is crowded to the doors. There 
can be no question that, altnough the boys’ 
choir ry 4 not meet with the a probation of 
some, it is popular with the majority.

The Split Over in St. David's. 


The whirlwind that passed through the con- 
gregation of St. David's Episcopal Church, 
8909 South Broadway, has passed by and lefts 
no scars, The story of the troubles in which 


the little parish was engaged was told excla- 
2 inthe Post-DISPATCH about ten days 
Tbe church was formerly a dwellin 
— but the partition walls were knock 
out and quite anice little church made. I¢ 
was a part of the property of Mrs. Ken- 
nerly, a e and generous widow 
who gave it to the Episcopal Church, and 
as is the custom losuch cases, gave the 
Bishop a deed for it. Mr. Furniss acted’ as 
lay readerfora while and then Mr. Gilberts 
Elliott conducted the services. A con«urega- 
tion of about fifty families was gathered and 
they concluded to call a minister. Mrs. Ken- 
nerly eaid she would give $600 a year towards 
the minister’s — 1 Bishop Tuttle sent 
Rev. Mr. De Wolt lverything moved along 
nicely until Mrs. Kennerly began to com- 
Plain that though most oft the members 
of the congregation were low church in their 
inclinations, Mr. DeWolf was introducing 
ritualistic methods to which she decidedly ob- 
jected, She wanted the old prayer-book used 
without the amendments, or rather the addi- 
tions, that were made to it by the general con- 
vention. She did not like the choral features 
that were introdtced, chanting the amens and 
= parts of the service. She Wan opposed

who is an Englishman nolding an office in the 
church because she is an American and 
thought the church should be governed by 
Americans. The Bishop went to the church in 
Eastertide and confirmed a class of thirteen

e Wolf will not return. That is settled, but 
thatis the only point in the settlement. The 
questions of chanting and intoning a new and 
old prayer book and of foreigners were 
dropped and both sides agreed to let the past 
be forgotten. 

Mr. Elliott was seen this morning and asked 
what would be done about services. 

„I will go dowm there next Sunday.“ he 
said, and act as lay reader. The services 
will gO on just as they did before, except thas 
there will be nointoning.

A POOR GIRL’S DEATH, 


Mamie Agnes O’ Connell Betrayed and Mare 
dered—The Coroner’s Investigation, 


Upon information F. W. Klocke and d- 
ward Eggers were arrested shortly after 11 
o’clock this morning charged with being ac- 
cessories in the killing of Mamie Agnes O’Con- 
nell, a pretty 17-year old girl, who lived with 
her parents at 1304 North Twelfth street, 
but now lies dead at the above number, a vie- 


tim of her own folly. 

On May 18 the mother of the girl called upog 
Dr. Russell Abell of 22 South Fourteenth 
street and requested his attendance at the 
bedside of her daughter. At his first visit the 
girl complained of cramps of the stomach 
and by her actions aroused the suspic- 
ions of the attending payee. who 
on hissecond visit charged her with having 
attempted an abortion. She did not deny the 
accusation, and, hiding her childish face in 
shame,she told him of herruin- She con- 
fessed that she had endeavored to save hep 
reputation. Shestated that the means had 
been furnished by a young drug clerk, who 
was the cause of her downfall. A woman was 
— implicated as having assisted in the oper- 
ation. 

Dr. Abell, assisted by Dr. Wm. Greene, did 
everything ‘in his power to save the girl’s life, 
but she gradually sank and died yesterday at- 
ternoon afew minutes after 10 o'clock. Coro. 
ner Frank was at once notified by Dr. Abell, 
who refused to issue a burial permit until an 
invesitgation had been made. 

This morning young Klocke and Eggers 
were placed under arrest and taken to the 
Coroner’s office, where both denied having 
been in any way connected with the youn 
lady’s death. Klocke, who is but 10 years o 
age, has for the past two w 
been employed in the drug store as 
Eighth. and O'Fallon streets kept by 
Drs. Bauer, Cole and Vaughen. 

The cause of their arrest was a confession 
made dy Miss O'Connell to her mother a short 
time before her death. She said that a youn 
man to whom she had previously = 
her mother for medicine, and who 
employed in the drug store at Bighth 

Fallon streets was her betrayer. 
He took her to a Mrs. Poe she 
said and that woman had performed the 
operation from which she wasthen suffering. 
Mrs. O’Conpell did not hear the young man’s 
lastname. Her daughter spoke of him as 
**Eddie’’ arid when she sent her mother to 
him for medicine she addressed her note 
„Eddie. Miss O'Connell said this man 
paid the fee to Mrs. Poe. Mrs. 0’ 
called on him after the confession and ace 
him of ruining her daughter. He did not

‘The Report Said to Be Well Authenticated 
No Particulars of the Terrible Dis- 
aster—Many of the Passengers Leading 
Citizens of Montreal—The Steamer E. 8. 
Pease Lost in Saginaw Bay—Drowned 
While Fishing—A Couple Suffocated— 
Strack by a Falling Sign—Disastrous 
Storms at Many Points.

,» Quebec, Play 31.—It was rumored 
here last night that a terrible steamship dis- 
aster had occurred in the guif during the day. 
The story goes that the Beaver line steamer, 
Lake Ontario, Capt. Campbell, which left here 
on Wednesday for Liverpool with a full list of 
cabin passengers, including many of the lead- 
ing citizens of this city, had gone down with 
all bands. From the last reports of the ves- 
gel received here she should have been in the 
neighborhood of Anticostl yesterday, and as 
itisknown that a terrible storm has been 
raging in the gulf for the last few days the 
worst is anticipated. The rumor of the dis- 
aster seems weill authenticated. The steam- 
ship, Lake Ontario, was a ship of 2,933 tons, 
and was built at Sunderland in 1887. She was 
owned by the Canada Shipping Oo. (limited). 

NO NEWS. 

MONTREAL, May 31.—The steamship Ontario 
of the Beaver line, which rumor said was lost 
in the Gulf yesterday with all hands, passed 
Rimouski going out yesterday afternoon and 
was then all right. he telegraph offices be- 
low Rimouski have heard nothjng to indicate 
mat she met with an accident, The Signal 
Service report for Anticostiand other points 
down the St. Lawrence received this morning 
make no reference to any marine disaster. 

OFFICIALS NOT NOTIFIED. 

LONDON, May $l.—The officials here of the 
Canada Shippin Co. have received no infor- 
mation to’ confirm the report that their 
steamer, the Lake Ontario, has foundered in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence with all hands while 
on her way from Montreal to Liverpool. 


A DENIAL. 

MONTREAL, May 31.— There is no truth im the 
report that the steamer Lake Ontario was 
wrecked off Anti Costi Island and that all 
hands were lost. Inqui at various 
points along the coast of Anti Cost i elicits the 
same answer—that nothing hasbeen heard 
from the steamer since she passed out to sea 
on Wednesday. 


The Barge Bavaria’s Crew Lost. 


WATERTOWN, N. T., May 81.—Further par- 
ticulars havebeen received about the barge 
Bavaria, one of the Calvins boats that was re- 
ported stranded on Galloup Island. It seems 


that when the barge struck the shoal the 
crew, eight persons in all, took to asmall 
boat, but on account of the terrific gale they 
could not reach the island and were lost. They 
were seen at one time by a passing tug, cling- 
ing to their yawl. The tug could not render 
any assistance. The yaw) was afterwards 
seen Boeing with no person inher. Per- 
mission had to be obtained from the Treasury 
Department at Washington before any wreck- 
ing assistance could be sent to the barge. 
When the barge was reached they found her 
in very — condition with scarcely any 
water in her. Theclothes belonging to the 
men wery dry and had the men been aboard of 
the barge ail would have been saved.

AN IMPORTANT DFCISION IN REGARD TO A 
SUNDAY QUESTION. 


The Missouri Amateur Athletic Association 
Must Pay the Fair Grounds $1,000 fora 
Rainy Sunday’s Rent—Other Opinions of 
Interest—Wants a Divorce—Legal Notes, 

Gossip and News. 


Another batch of decisions were handed 
down by the Court of Appeals this morning. 
The most interesting among them is one in the 
case of the Fair Grounds Association against 
the Missouri Amateur Athletic Association. 
The suit grows out of the tournament given at 
he Fair Grounds, Sunday, September 25, 
1887. A few weeks beforethat date the Ath- 
letic Association made a contract with the 
Fair Grounds Association to pay $1,000 for the 
rent ofthe grounds that day. The tourna- 
ment was a fizzle. The rain fell and the 
crowd was very small. The athietes 
refused to pay the rent of the 
grounds for the day, saying the 
contract was void as it was made for an event 
which took place on Sunday, and as all 
games on Sunday were against the law 
they could not pay the bill. Suit was brought 
and the jury hela the defendants responsible 
for the rent and awarded the Fair Asso- 
clation judgement for $1,035. A mo- 
tion for a new trial was made 
and Judge Dillon affirmed the verdict of the 
jury, saying he thought the law meant only 
games of chance, not sports. The case was 
appealed and now the judges of the Court of 
Appeals say: ‘‘Uniess, therefore, we have 
some statute prohibiting ‘athletic games and 
sports’ on Sunday, this petition is not bad by 
reason of the fact that it counts 
upon a contract involving the doing of 
some prohipited act. No statute has been 
pointed out to us which prohibits in terme an 
exhibition of athietic games and sports on 
Sunday and we know of the existence of no 
such statute. This court is of the opinion 
that this prohibition is against games of 
chance or other games of immoral tendency, 
and that it does not involve a prohibition of 
athletic games or sports which tend 
to the physical development of the youth 
and are rather to be encouraged than discour- 
aged. The word ‘‘game’’ the court thinks 
means ‘‘a device or play the terms of which 
are that the winner shail receive sometbing of 
value from the loser; the actof playing a game 
for stakes. The judgment is affirmed and 
the case is certified to the Supreme Court for 
final disposition, in pursuance of the consti- 
tutional mandate.

DEGENERACY OF KENTUCKY STOCK. 

am by birth a Kentuckian, 

was taught to believe that the 

Kentucky thoroughbreds, raised in the 

blue grass district, were the best racers in 

the world. I still hold this opinion, but 

with several important qualifications. Of 

course Spokane is an exceptional animal; we 

all recognize that his performance cannot be 

regarded as typical of the abilities of the 

trans-Missouri horses, but we believe that 

our average racers can more than hold their 

own, horse for horse, with the Kentuckians, 

especially over a long course, and a track 

following the natural undulations of the 

ground. Weintend to try it this year, and 

to make a still more vigorous attempt to win 
honors next spring. 

From what I bave seen during the past 
month Iam not inclined to believe that our 
horses can hold their own with the best of the 
Kentuckians and New Yorkers at short dis- 
tances and over a dry track. Our stock has 
not the length of limb 5 to speeding 
on short courses with light weights 
up, and am more convinced 
than ever that in stride and spurting 
ability the Kentucky stock isthe best in the 
world. Even Spokane in the matter of stride 
was decidedly inferior to some of his oppo- 
nents. But when it comes to bottom and 
uickness in handling themselves, I believe 
that our Montana and Wyoming horses can 
more than hold their own. 

WEEDY THOROUGHBREDS. 

I have not been in Kentucky for sevén years 
before this trip and nothing struck me more 
forcibly than the increasing weediness of 
the racers. They mature rapidly, but run 
all to legs, and the average length of back 
must have been increased fully three inches 
during the past decade. This is favorable for 
racing for short distances and with light 
weights up, but renders the horses far more 
delicate than ayy used to be. The short- 
coupled animals like Ten Broek and Longfel- 
low, which used to be Kentucky’s pride, are 
now conspicuons by their absence, being gen- 
ea replaced by fast, weedy thoroughbreds, 
which do 8 as 2 or 3-year-olds, but 


disappear aiter that time, and even when on 
—4 turt spend much of their time in hospi- 
a 


The reason for this appears to me very 
clear. The breeders have gone in for speed at 
short distances, and have run to the long- 
logged, long-backed horses that had stride 
and nothing else. A saddle horse with a long 
back is always likely to break down, this 
anatomical formation being . particularity fa- 
vorable to kidney troubles. Then these 
young horses are remarkably clumsy 
when they have to turn curves. 
A quick borse would gain two or three lengths 
on one of lanky 2-year-olds at eve 
turn, but I must admit that our Western stoc 
of the same age would more than make it up 
on the straight.

The Samoan Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 31.—State De- 
partment officials absolutely decline to dis- 
cuss the Samoan conference or the Behring 
Sea tangle. Of the former they admit that 


matters are in such shape as to warrant the 
expectation of a speedy conclusion of the con- 
ference, the ae eg gg unimportant de- 
tails only remaining to be adjusted. But 
upon the provisions of the treaty, if a treaty 
bas yet been drawn, they refuse to 
talk further than to say that the pub- 
lic must receive its information respecting 
treaties in the usual course, namely, after 
action upon them by the United States Senate, 
to which body all treaties must be submitted 
for approval before they become operative. 
The obvious reason for this course lies in the 
fact that important amendments are often 
made by the Senate utter treaties have been 
arranged by the diplomatic officers of the 
treaty powers. So radical are these changes 
in fact that they have caused the failure of 
pending treaties, a notable instance occur- 
ring in the last Congress.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 31.—Profiting by 
the recent events at Samoa, when the treasure 
of the wrecked Trenton was recovered by 
means of a diving apparatus borrowed 


from the British man-of-war Calliope, the 
Navy Department here has determined: to 
equip each of our naval vessels with a com- 
plete diving apparatus. By order a sub- 
marine diver is also to be detailed as part of 
the complement of each vesselin commission. 
No trouble is anticipated in securing suitable 
men, as there are always members of the crew 
who make good divers.

The di- 
latation tbus obtained is not temporary, but 
persists for a considerable time. 

Heat, on the contrary, when applied to the 


skin, reddens the part temporarily, but finally 
produces pallor and bloodlessness. Hot 
water is better than cold water for the control 
of hemorrhage, because it produces a final 
and more lasting contraction of the arteries 
of tbe part. There is no reason 
to suppose that heat acts dif- 
ferently upon the mucous membrane 
of the stomach than it does upon the skin. A 
hot drink will flush the face asa cold drink 
never does. We administer hot drinks to the 

atient in a chill because ‘‘they drive the 

lood to the skin.’’ These instances point 
to contraction in the vessels douched by the 
vessels douched by the hot fluid. Hot water 
sometimes cures dyspepsia, for the reason 
that in catarrh of the stomach, as in other in- 
flammations, we have unnaturally dilated 
vessels and sluggish circulation, or even stag- 
nation, of the blood. Contraction is here, as 
in hyperwmia elsewhere, the first step toward 
cure. In catarrh of the stomach, therefore, 
hot drinks may favor secretion and the 
better digestion of food. 

In the primitive State, however, hot drinks 
were of course unknown, The animals, in 
winter, drink from a hole in the ice, and 
children do not care for hot drinks until they 
have been taught to use them. A conclusion 
to be drawn is, notto introduce children to 
this practice ofa retrograde civilization too 
early. The child’s digestion is not benefited 
by hot drinks so long as he is in a normal 
state. 

Another conclusion is not to smile supercil- 
iously upon your friend because he thinks 
that a half-glass of ice-water before eating 
gives him a relish for his food. 

Athird conclusion relates to milk diet. 
Where milk cannot be taken because it 
coagulates in lumps, try taking it luke-warm 
or hot. Ice-cold milk provokes secretion just 
as ice-cold water does, and this sudden out- 
pouring of the gustric juice coagulates the 
whole quantity in a mass. By giving the 
milk hot, onthe contrary, secretion is de- 
layed, coagulation hccurs more slowly, and 
a flaky curd is the result. 

A fourth conclusion refers to the hot water. 
While the douching of the digestive tract 
with hot water may be beneficiaifor atime, 
if persisted in after the normal circulatory 
equilibrium has been reached, it will invaria- 
bly hrrm.* As a remedy, hot water is not 
harmless, and its administration should be 
controlled by the physician’s directions just 
as cértainly as the use of drugs. 

A last conclusion refers to cerebral hyper- 
mia. In the condition of flushed face and 
mental confusion, whieh sometimes results 
from N or over work, try an ice-cream, if 
itcan be digested. If not, try a water-ice, or 
even a half-glass of the despised ice-water. 
The tranquilizing effect of the cold drink has 
not yet perhaps received its due sbare of at- 
tention. The possible agency ofthe hot drink 
in the production of ‘‘American nervous- 
ness’’ is also suggested. 

On the otber hand, the reviving effect of hot 
water and other hot drinks in conditions of 
cerebral an@mia cannot be denied. 

Any dictum which unqualifying says that 
cold drinks are good and hot drinks are bad, 
or that hot drinks are good and cold drinks 
are bad, must be absurb. Both are good in 
their — 

In the opinion of the writer, however, the 
cold drink is a physiological requirement, 
while the hot drink has its place in the treat- 
ment of pathological conditions alone.

February 19—A room is hired by ‘*J. B. Simmons“ 
at No. 117 Clark street, directly opposite Cro- 
nin’s office, whence his every movement could 
be watched. To secure this room the man took a 
lease on one section of the floor, representing 
that ne had an Invalid sister who lived with him. 
He did not dispute either te ms or location and 
paid the first month’s rentin advance. Described 
as a Small, stout man, of fair, ruddy complex- 


on. 

February 21—‘‘Simmons’’ buys furniture and 4 
trnnk which are taken to hisroom. The purchase 
was made at Rowell Co. s w 
ployes are prepared to identify the man. 
conduct was marked by the same carelessness. 
The only difficulty experienced by the salesman 
was in getting a trunk large enough to suit him. 

February 23—**Simmons’’ returned to the store for 
a large strap, commissiouing the salesinan to se- 
cure one at some other house orto make one to 
order if necessary. 

March 10—‘‘Simmon’s’’ room is found unoccupied 
and all his furniture taken away. Inquiry 
made of the other occupants of the building fail 
to bring out any information concerning **Sim- 
mons’’ who was rarely seen or heard in his 
rooms. 

March 20—Frank Williams, thought to be J. B Sim- 
mous, hires alittle house in Lakeview from 
the Carisons. Williams represents that he is 
hiring the house for an invalid sister who is in the 
hospital and who may not return for some weeks. 

March 21—Williams is seen bv Mrs. Carlson to go to 
ward P. O. Sullivan’s house, and after meeting 
him familiarly chat for some time. 

April 29—P. O. Sullivan, ice dealer, living near Carl- 
son’s, has a large number of cards ponies 

May 1—Suliivan makes a contract with Cronin by 
which latter is to attend ice dealer’s men when- 
ever one of those cardsis sentto him. The mak- 
ing of the contract is witnessed only by a friend of 
Sullivan, named Mahonev. 

May 4—7:30 p. m. Cronin is called for by a man 
driving a white horse, to attend one of Sullivan's 
men. The visitor presents one of iceman’s cards 
and refers to the contract, stating that Sullivan 
was not at home. Cronin is never seen alive 
again, though reports come of Cronin having 
been seen acting mysteriously in Toronto, Can- 
ada, and other points. 

May 5— Early morning. Police officers see a vehicle 
drawn by a white horse, and containing three 
men and alarge trunk, going north on Clark 
street. Later an officer sees rig coming south 
without any load, except occupants. Shortly 
after 7 o’clock a large trunk. blood-stained and 
containing biood-soaked cotton batiing, is found 
by the side of the Evanston road in Lakeview. 

May 6-10—Severa! persons since found to bs friends 
of Cronin’s enemies state thai they saw Oronin 
late Sunday nightalone on the street-car and 
on the way tothe Union Depot at Madison and 
Canal streets. 

May 11—F. T. Woodruff is arrested for horse-steal- 
18, and says that on the rect of May 4 he was 
lred to take a trunk out of Chi o, and that it 

contained the bod ofa woman. He added that 
Dr. Cronin was present when he took the body 


away. 

May 22—The body of Dr. Cronin, bearing marks of a 
fearful crime. found in a sewer in Lakeview. 

—_ OS is discovered that the house in Lakeview 

ired by Frank. Williams was the scene of the 
murder. The trunk is identified as that bought 
in February by J. B. Simmons. The furniture 
in the bouse was also bought by him at the same 
time and moved before March 19 from the 
rooms on Clark street. Daniel Coughlin, a de- 
tective, is suspected of complicity, or at least of 
trying tolead the police off the scent. He is 
identified by Liveryman Dinan, who hired the 
white horse which took Dr. Cronin away. He 
there represented that he wanted the rig for a 
Michigan friend who was coming to town. 

May 26—King, described iby Woodruff as an accom- 
plice, captured in a disorderly house. 

May 27—Several other suspects are arrested, but 
nothing new of any importance is discovered. P. 
O. Sullivan arrested. King discharged; not the 
King wanted. 

May 30—A pick and some tools, supposed to have 
come from Sullivan’s ice-house, were found in 
some rubbishin a shed of the Carlston cottage, 
where the blood stains were found and where the 
murder was probably committed.

SULLIVAN, P. O.—Iceman with whom Cronin had 
contract, and to visit whose men Cronin was 
lured away on fatal right. Indicted. 

Wooprurr, F. T., alias BLAcK—Horsethief; may 
have driven wagon for murderers; confesses to 
have driven a vehicle containing a trunk in 
which was body ofa woman. Indicced. 

MCGEEHAN, PETER—Of Philadelphia; alleged to 
have been aspy upon Cronin and to have threat- 
ened to kill him; suspected of participating in 
crime.

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JURISDICTION OF THE UNITEDSTATES OVER 
BEHRING SEA. 


No New Phase in the Controversy Admitted 
by the Treasury Department—The Rights 
Obtained Under the Treaty With Russia 
—Decision by the Federal Court in 
Alaska—Canada’s Kick.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 81.—The question 
of the jurisdiction of the United States over 
Alaskan waters relating particularly to the 
killing of seal has been a matter of great con- 
cern to the Treasury Department. As early 
as 1881 it was reported to the department that 
unauthorized persons were killing seal in 
Alaskan waters, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury caused apnoticeto be published in 
the newspapers printed at all the Pacific 
ports in this country, stating that the 
law prohibiting seal-killing would be enforced 
against all comers and the penalties inflicted. 
A similar notice has been printed every year, 
and Congress appropriated money for the pro- 
tection of seal life in Alaska and the Govern- 
ment dispatched vessels there with instruc- 
tions to seize and condemn all vessels engaged 
in this illicit business. The first question as 
to the extent of the jurisdiction claimed by 
the United States over Behring Sea was raised 
in 1881, and under date of April 4, 1881, the 
Secretary of the Treasury replied that the law 
prohibited the killing of any fur-bearing anti- 
mal within the limits of Alaska Territory, of 
the waters thereof, and also on the Islands of 
St. Paul and St. George, or in the waters adja- 
cent thereto. 

THE TREATY WITH RUSSIA. 

The treaty with Russia of March 380, 1867, 
clearly defined the boundary of the territory 
so ceded. The limit of cession, as before 
mentioned, extends from a line startiog from 
the Arcticand running throughBebring Strait 
to the north of St. Lawrence Islands. The 
line runs thence in a southwesterly direction, 
so as to pass midway between the Island of 
Alton and Copper Island, of the Kornman- 
dorski couplet or group, in the North Pacific 
Ocean, to meridian of 193 west longitude. 
All the waters within that boundary 
to the western end of the Aleutian 
archipelago and Chain of Isiands 
are considered as comprised withinthe waters 
of Alaska Territory. This decision is printed 
inthe Pacific Coast papers every year. This 
decision was repeated bythe Treasury De- 
partment by the late Daniel Manning on 
March 16, 1886. The Canadian authorities in 
their brief relating to the seizure of Canadian 
vessels in Bebring Sea by our revenue cutters, 
claimed that Secretary Boutwell had decided 


that the United States had no jurisdiction 
over Behring Sea outside of the three-mile 
limit. Mr. Boutwell denies this and in a let- 
ter written afew weeks ago, said: 

Neither upon my recollection of facts as 
they were understood by me in 1872, nor upon 
the present reading of the correspondence do 
I admit the claim of Greut Kritain that my 
letter is an admission of any right adverse to 
the claims of the United States in the waters 
known as Behring Sea. 

THE UNITED STATES’ JURISDICTION. 

Last year the question as to the right of the 
United States to exclusive dominion and juris- 
diction over Behring Sea came before the 
United States District Court in Alaska, in 
cases of the United States vs. the British 
schooners Dolphin, Anna Beck,Grace and Ada, 
charged with violating the law prohibiting the 
killing of fur seals in Alaskan waters, the 
Queen's Counsel, Mr. N. W. T. Drake, con- 
ceded that the Masters of the vessels named 
were taking fur seal in that portion of 
Behring Sea claimed by the United States. 
But he filed a demurrer alleging that the Dis- 
trict Court had no jurisdiction over the sub- 
ject matter of the action, for the reason that 
the vessels were more than one murine league 
from the shore when seized, and the aet was 
unconstitutional in that it restricted naviga- 
tion of Behrin Sea for seal- 
ing purposes. The court overruled 
this demurrer, and A judgment of 
forfeiture to the United States was entered 
againsteach of the vessels separately, with 
their tackle, apparel, furniture and cargoes. 
No appeal was taken from this decision and 
the exclusive jurisdiction over these was as- 
serted, so Congressman Dunn, Chairman of 
the Committee on Merchant Marine and Fish 
eries, heid and was exercised by the legislative 
and executive branches of the Government. 

AN AWKWARD DISCOVERY. 

But that statewent is controverted for other 
reasons. That court, waiving the inter- 
national question and planting itself 
upon the face of the treaty of 
cession and the acts of Congress, entered 
judgment of condemnation against the libelled 
vessels and cargoes and preparations were 
made to sell the condemned property. Three 
of the condemned vessels belonged to British 
owners, who appealed to their Government 
and obtained its intervention. At this stage 
of the case the awkward discovery was made 
that the act of Congress organizing a judicial 
system for Alaska had omitted to provide for 
appeals from the District Court in civil causes 
and the judgments of that court, improvi- 
dently rendered in the belief that the Supreme 
Court at Washington would correct any error 
made by the lower court in respect of the con- 
struction of the statute under which the con- 
demnation was decreed, were found to be 
finalities. In this dilemma the President, by 
an exercise of constitutional powers, released 
the British vessels and theircargoes without 
reason or condition and so gained time for an 
attempt to negotiate for an international 
closure of Behring Sea in behalf of the preser- 
vation ofthe seais, but refused to release the 
American vessels and cargoes, likewise con- 
demned, under the belief that the Supreme 
Court would pass upon the legality of the con- 
demnation. 


Uncle Sam Firm. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 31.—80 far as 
can be learned there is no new phase in the 
Behring Sea matter. The President's procia- 
mation appears to have closed the history of 


the case, and it cannot be learned that there 
bas been any correspondence between the 

overnments of the United States and 

reat Britain on the subject. According to the 
position taken by the United States Govern- 
ment, by Congressional declaration, the ju- 
risdiction of the United States over the waters 
of the Alaskan side of Behring Sea is not ad- 
mitted to be asubject for negotiations. Our 
Government simply agserts its absolute right 
and admits the existence of no question for 
negotiation.

Parts thatin the ordina adult’s skull are 
one-eighth of an inch thick in Rafferty’s head 
showed a thickness of barely one thirty-sec- 
ondth of an inch.

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EXHIBITION OF DUTCH AND FLEMISH OLD 
MASTERS AT THE ART MUSEUM. 


A Collection the Equal of Which One Would 
Have to Go to Europe to See—Pictures 
by Rubens, Hals, Teniers, Roger Von 
der Weyden and Other Famous Artists 
—What Has Been Said of the Collection 
Elsewhere. 


T is great good for- 
tune for St. Louis to 
have so fine a col- 
lection of old mas- 
ters, Dutch and 
Flemish, on exbibi- 
tion now at tne 
Museum of Fine 
Arts. The Commit- 
tee on Exhibition of 
the Museum sent out 
invitations for a pri- 
vate view last even- 
ing to annual mem- 
bers, members of the 
press and artists and during the hours from 8 
to 10a large numberof the most representa- 
tive people of thecity availed themselves of 
the opportunity offered. The collection is 
the property of Mr. Louis R. Ehrich, a 
wealthy and cultured New Yorker, and is 
loaned through his kindness and a desire 
to give the American public an opportunity 
to see what the old masters did for art. Mr. 
Ebrich is a graduate of Yale and afterward 
studied in Berlin, where he first became inter- 
ested in the werks of the Dutch and Fiem- 
ish schools. He returned to New York 
and plunged into business and rapidly 
made a large fortune, but lost his health and 
was compelled to go to the South of France to 
live. During the years that followed he re- 
newed his interest in Dutch art, and by an 
accident started his present fine collection, 
which it took seven years and much money to 
obtain. The pictures are genuine old masters 


whose authenticity have been vouched for and 
tested by the most eminent authorities of 
Europe, and while they are not in all cases 
masterpieccs, they are of great merit, and the 
widest interest as examples of different per- 
jiods and types. The New York Evening Post 
in its criticism of the collection says: 
Mr. Ehrich soon became an enthusiast on 
the subject of Dutch pictures himself, and 
during seven vears he traveled about from 
place to place seeking for them, and though in 
nine cases out of ten his journeys were fruit- 
less, and where he had been led to expect to 
find gold he found only dross, he succeeded 
in getting together his present collection. It 
is a curious tact that he did not find asingle 
one of the picturesin the Low Countries, but 
discovered most of them in out-of-the-way 
places in Italy and Germany.

The collection issuch a uniformly good one, 


including as it does examples of most of the 
famous Dutch and Flemish masters, aud many 
interesting examples of minor painters quite 
unknown outside of the permanent galieries 
in European museums, that it shows the pos- 
sibility of still ünding old masters, of these 
schools at least, in Europe. It shows that an 
intelligent collector who buys old masters be- 
cause they are masters, and not for their 
names, regardless of the quality of 
the example 80 long as it is au- 
thentic, can yet find enough of them 
to make up a ere representa- 
tive gallery. There is no Van der Meer de 
Delft in Mr. Ehrich's collection, as there is no 
Rembrandt. However, that these can still be 
found Is evidenced by the magnificent ‘‘Dor 
eur’’ of Rembrandt, which Mr. Schaus pur- 
chased a few years ago, and by Mr. ar- 
quand’s Rembrandt, Van Dyck, and Van der 
Meer de Delft. The most important pictures 
in the Ehrich collection, as much on account 
of their excellence as the celebrated names 
they bear, are an interior with a figure of 
a woman in a blue robe by Netscher, a 
picture that shows much of the finest qnality 
of Terburg and Metsu, whom Netscher took as 
bls models, a fine cattle piece by Adrian van 
de Velde; a Reubens representing peasants 
dancing around under the trees—a picture of 
good size and a characteristic example; a 
masterpiece by Abraham van Beyeran, who 
was called the ‘Raphael of Fishes ;”’ a beautiful 
interior with a woman dressirg fish, by Gerrit 
Lundens—a picture especially handsome in 
general tone and as fine asa Peter de Hoock; 
three Van Goyens, of which one, showing a 
scene by the waterside, with fishermen in a 
boat in the fc reground and the quays and the 
buildings of a town running off in the dis- 
tance to the right, is a superior example; a 
une three-quarter length portrait of a young 
woman by Cornelius Van Haarlem, and a 
very remarkable work by Roger Von der Wey- 
den. Other masters who are well represented 
are: Jan Wynants, J. de Wit, Lucas ce Ley- 
den, Justus Sustermans, David Ryckaert, 
Ruysdael, and H. M. Rokes, or Zorg, as he is 
most commonly called; and there are one or 
more each of Van Ostader, Gerard Dou, Cuyp, 
Berghem, Dirk Hals, Maes, Pieter Neet „ Paul 
Potter, Terburg and the two Teniers. 

Another art oritic, speaking of the Rubens 

ictures in the collection, says: Ot the two 

ubens picturee one is particularly charming. 
It isa small canvas in rich light tones, rep- 
resenting a dance of county folk beneath an 
old oak, in which a player on the pipe is 
seated. Ontberight, on an eminence, is a 
Flemish villa built in a sem!-classical style of 
architecture; on the left hand corner 
is a dog, painted with that inatten- 
tion to the strongest characteristics of canine 
nature which was true of the period. The 
joyous band of sixteen men and women is 
rushing about in an irregular circle, holding 
bands, and in some cases striving to kiss, in 
one case kissing. The bare shoulders, feet 
and legs of the handsome Flemish women, the 
half bage torses of the men, are painted 
with that love of muscular effects, that 
breadth in the handling of the brush, 
that riotous delight in color which are Rubens 
himself. The movement in the figures is 
simply wonderful; the attitude unconstrained 
and varied; the effect neither classical nor 
ignodle like the peasant dances of Teniers and 
artists like Teniers. Physically speaking, 
these robust people are peasants, and their 
hearty animal enjoyment belongs to that class; 
but Kubens has given them ee 
dignity and real grandeur that belongs to his 
genius. The strongest instance is the woman 
who is caught as she stands fronting the ap-c- 
tator, her head to one side, almost in the ben 
ter of the throng. She is a vigorous and very 
beautiful creature, who might be cut from her 
surrouudings and framed as as a portrait or 
foratype of bionde Flemish beauty. The 
painting of her hair, face and dress is mar- 
velous. 

This rare collection should be seen by all 
lovers of art and those who wish to know 
something of the old school, tor it is not likely 
such an opportunity for the study of og pe 
of these great schools will occur in the est 

ain in years, and it n those who cannot 
go to Europe an opportunity to see at home 
what they would have to make along journey 
tofind. The management of the museum can 
not be commended too highly in the oppor- 
tunity they afford.

great a hurry to start the church. He would 
not carry this ideas on any further or give any 
of the results of this hurry. 

The church was started in St. Louis less 
than a year ago. It is a denomination as sep- 
arate from the Protestant Episcopal Church as 
is the Methodist Church, and was started 
in the East only a few years ago 
b men in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church who held that the latter had departed 
from the primitive faith of the church, Mr. 
Rowe, speaking of the foundation, said: 
„There were many persons in the church 
who believed that the old faith was being lost, 
The Church was teaching that baptism re- 

nerated, while every one has seen 

ys baptised who were afterward 
as vicious as ever. There were other 
doctrines taught which were at variance with 
common experience and the faith of the old 
church. The priesthood was growing arro- 
gant. Thesurpliced choirs and intoning of 
prayers disgusted many. What would you 
think of a man who came into your o 
dancing on his toes and singing 
hi! How are you to-day?’’ You’d 
him out, of course. And isn’t it worse to ap- 
proach the Almighty that way? This intoning 
of prayers gives me the horrors. Other men 
as f cay, felt this way, and so the Reformed 
Episcopal Church was founded to get back to 
the primitive faith and practices. I at- 
tended a church of the denomination 
in Madison avenue, New York, and I 
found there a very earnest, simopie 
people. They attracted me very much and I 
r@olved to do wnatI could toward the estab- 
lishment ot a church here. We succeeded in 
getting it going last year. The church bas 
about 40 members, and is partially supported 
by money received from Chicago, where the 
Bishop tives.

THE BRIDGEWATER SEIZURE, 


Probabilities That the Canadian Authorities 
Will Pay Damages and Apologize. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

OTTAWA, ONT., May 81.—The Canadian Gov- 
ernment will have to pay Capt. Allan, owner 
of the American ship Bridgewater, $25,000 
damages sustained through the illegal seizure 


of his vessel by the Canadian custom authori- 
ties. This is not all either. Ten chances to 
one the Canadlan authorities will have to 
tender an apolegy to the United States for an 
insult offered to the stars and stripes 
on board the Bridgewater while 
under seizure at Shelbourne, N. 8. The 
administration of the Department of Customs 
here has been characterized for many years 
by an evident desire to embarrass as much as 
possible trade between thetwo nations. Large 
numbers of illegal seizures have been made, 
among others the Ayr seizures. In this case 
the law has been enforced to the very letter 
and tke spirit of legislation quite forgotten. 
No effort, whatever, has been made to main- 
tain friendly intercourse, but instead a cast- 
iron policy bas been carried out in a rigorous 
manner,bound,from the very nature of things 
to incense popular feeling in the United 
States against Canada. The Canadian Gov- 
ernment held the seized ship for fifty-seven 
days. Then the Minister of Custo made a 
proposition to the owner (Capt. Allan) that 
the vessel would be released on condition that 
she took a clearance to a foreign port and 
the country after paying all costs of seizure 
and giving a written abandonment of all 
claims upon the Government of any of its of- 
ficers arising out of the sefzure. This propo- 
sition was — 2 — rejected. The seizure 
continued until October If ghty-one da 

after—when the vessel was unconditionally 
released.
